The  Mathematics  Department  at 
Howard  is  serving  several  purposes. 
The  primary  function  is  to  provide 
each  student  with  a  basic  course  in 
mathematics.  In  addition,  they  al- 
so teach  advanced  courses  for  those 
interested  in  engineering,  chemistry, 
and  the  teaching  of  mathematics.

Stadium  in  the  second  game  of  the  season.  Chuck  Anderson,  the  Bull- 
dogs' quarterback,  threw  for  two  touchdowns,  ran  for  another,  and  kicked 
two  extra  points  to  make  the  victory  over  the  Purple  Tigers.

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Howard's  battling  Bulldogs,  after  riding  high  following  the  Sewanee 
game,  were  knocked  from  the  clouds  by  the  Mississippi  College  Choctaws 
13-6.  Chuck  Anderson's  strong  arm  again  aided  the  Bulldogs  in  getting 
the  one  touchdown.  Chuck  faked  Howard  Hawkins  into  the  line  and 
passed  to  Bill  Karrh  in  the  left  side  of  the  end  zone  where  he  took  it 
with  no  one  around  him.  Anderson's  kick  for  the  extra  point  was  blocked 
but  Howard  led  6-0.  The  Choctaws  passed  the  Bulldogs  and  took  the 
victory  home  with  them. 

Millsaps  College  dropped  the  Bulldogs  24-12  in  Jackson,  Mississippi. 
Bill  Karrah  took  a  pass  from  Anderson  to  go  over  for  the  first  T.  D.  For 
the  Bulldogs'  second  touchdown  Anderson  passed  29  yards  into  the  end 
zone  to  Bill  Karrah,  who  jumped  for  the  ball,  but  bobbled  it  when  a 
Millsaps  man  hit  it  and  the  ball  fell  from  Karrh's  hands  only  to  fall  into 
the  hands  of  Cunningham  Crow,  freshman  fullback,  who  held  to  the  ball 
making   Howard's  second  T.   D. 

Coming  out  from  under  two  straight  defeats  the  Bulldogs  turned  back 
the  strong  Memphis  Air  Station  30-20.  Howard  Hawkins  proved  to  be 
the  offensive  star  of  the  game  as  Howard  was  determined  to  prove  itself 
against  the  Hellcats.  Hawkins  got  through  for  the  first  four  Howard 
touchdowns,  while  Bill  Karrh  intercepted  a  pass  to  travel  over  the  line 
for  the  fifth  and  final  Bulldog  T.  D.

Billy  Joe  Lovvorn  Bulldog  Co-Captain  scored  the  Bulldogs 
only  T.   D.      Anderson   added   the   PAT. 

Spirits  ran  high  on  the  squad  as  they  prepared  themselves  against 
the  Carson  -  Newman  Eagles  to  win  the  annual  Homecoming  fracas.  The 
dogs  failed  to  growl  and  the  Eagles  flew  high  to  take  the  game  27-7.

In  the  leadoff  game,  the  Bulldogs  traveled  to 
Spring  Hill  to  engage  the  Badgers.  They  took  the 
measure  of  the  opposition  by  a  score  of  84-80.  Bill 
'Killer'  Karrh  lead  in  the  points  department  as  he 
scored    34    points. 

In  the  second  game,  the  Bulldogs  continued  on 
their  winning  ways  as  they  took  the  measure  of 
Rollins  71-57.  On  the  next  night  the  Bulldogs  beat 
the  Southwestern  Lynx  86-64.  Breeding  led  in  these 
two  games  with   a   total   of  44   points. 

The  'Dogs  dropped  a  close  one  to  Jacksonville 
State  62-60,  but  they  rebounded  the  next  night  to 
whip  Millsaps  82-66.  The  following  night  they  travel- 
ed to  Starkville,  Mississippi  to  play  Mississippi  State. 
They    lost   that    game    78-55. 

In  the  next  game  the  'Dogs  were  hot  as  they 
swished  the  nets  for  102  points  in  defeating  Mercer 
102-81.  Karrh  again  was  high  point  man  with  13 
field  goals  and  9  free  throws  for  a  total  of  35  points. 
Over  the  Holiday  season  the  Bulldogs  met  dis- 
aster in  losing  five  straight  to  Mississippi  State,  Missis- 
sippi College,  Northeastern  (Louisiana  ,  Northwestern, 
and    Auburn. 

Fighting  back  gamely,  the  Bulldogs  hit  the  victory 
trail  again  winning  two  in  succession.  They  trounced 
Sewannee  81-63.  The  next  night  the  'Dogs  took  the 
measure  of  the  Moccasions  from  Chattanooga  by  19 
points. 

Howard  then  entertained  William  Carey  College 
and  defeated  them  94-76.  The  team  then  traveled  to 
Sewanee  where  they  lost  a  heartbreaker  by  the  score 
of  75-76. 

In  the  next  two  games  the  cagers  caught  on  fire 
as  they  defeated  Oglethorpe  100-54  and  a  mediocre 
Florence   team   74-56 

Then  came  one  of  the  biggest  games  of  the  season 
as  the  Bulldogs  traveled  across  town,  followed  by  a 
large  group  of  students  to  meet  the  perenial  rivals, 
Birmingham-Southern.  In  a  wild  game,  whose  out- 
come was  in  doubt  until  late  in  the  game,  the  Bulldogs 
outsmarted  the  Panthers  in  winning  by  the  score  of 
83-72. 

On  February  4th,  the  team  traveled  to  Millsaps 
to  engage  the  Majors.  Millsaps  was  never  in  the 
game  as  Howard  won  by  a  score  of  83-73.  Then  the 
team  from  Mississippi  College  took  the  measure  of  the 
Bulldogs  91-72. 

On  February  8th,  the  second  game  of  the  series 
with  Birmingham-Southern  was  played.  In  this  game, 
Bill  Lankford  teamed  with  Marvin  Breeding  and  Bill 
Karrh  to  completely  dominate  the  play  as  Howard 
won  74-57,  thus  retaining  the  city  championship  for 
the    fourth    consecutive    year. 

Jacksonville  and  Mercer  then  won  from  Howard 
by  scores  of  74-62  and  78-72.  Right  along  with  these 
two  loses  the  team  won  easily  from  Oglethorpe  86-66. 
As  the  season  came  to  a  close  the  Bulldogs  were 
defected  by  Delta  State  85-68.  Chattanooga  edged 
them  66-63.  Christian  Brothers  College  dumped 
Howard  66-55,  but  the  team  came  back  to  win  the 
next  night  in  closing  out  the  season  with  a  victory 
over   Southwestern.      The  score  was  69-63. 
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All  through  the  season  two  men  were  responsbile  for  the  major 
portion  of  the  scoring.  Marvin  Breeding  led  in  scoring  with  a  total 
of  626  points  for  an  average  of  20.7  points  per  game.  Bill  Karrh 
was  right  behind  him  with  619  points  and  an  average  of  20.6  points 
per  game.

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On  August  24,  1954,  death  dropped  a  barrier  between  Howard  students  and  one  of  their  most  be- 
loved   professors,    Dr.    Xan — a    true    Scientist,    a    servant  of  humanity,  and  a  Christian  gentleman. 

Dr.  Xan  was  not  just  a  Scientist,  for  what  he  taught  was  far  above  and  beyond  the  realm  of  Science. 
When  one  entered  a  Science  course  with  Dr.  Xan,  he  was  not  burdened  down  with  scientific  principles 
and  a  quantum  of  theory,  formulae,  and  facts,  but  his  was  an  enlightened  vision  of  a  vast  world — built 
by  God  for  man's  dominion,  resources,  given  by  God  for  man's  consumption,  and  a  most  remarkable 
human  body,  given  by  God  to  insure  man's  supremacy.  Few  students  have  left  his  class  without  a  deep 
appreciation  of  Nature,  and  an  entirely  different  attitude  toward  this  phenomena  we  call   Life. 

Dr.  Xan  seemed  automatically  to  become  the  idol  of  all  those  who  studied  under  him.  And,  al- 
though no  one  of  his  students  could  ever  anticipate  acauiring  his  vast  knowledge,  or  cope  with  him 
in  experience  and  ability,  they  all  admired  his  his  serene  atmosphere  and  his  tranquil  manner  of  under- 
standing human  nature.  Studying  with  him  was  a  pleasure,  not  a  difficult  task,  and  the  students  gladly 
accepted  the  responsibilities  which  he  gave  them,  and  bore  them  well. 

One  may  place  a  value  upon  the  books  and  articles  written  by  Dr.  Xan,  and  one  may  evaluate  the 
department  which  he  established  on  Howard's  campus.  But  the  true  value  of  his  teaching  and  the  very 
basis  of  his  success  lies  in  his  profound  influence  upon  his  students  and  the  concepts  of  honesty,  efficien- 
cy, and  decency  which  he  instilled  within  their  minds.  Books  may  be  revised,  and  educational  trends 
may  shift,  but  the  philosophy  of  Christian  living  and  the  concept  of  scientific  thinking  that  Dr.  Xan  pro- 
posed will — like  the  ancient  pyramids,  stand   unblimished  throughout  the  ages.
